DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 8-10 and 28-3 lare rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. Applicants in claim 8 amended the values of Al and A2 as 
follows. 

wherein A j and A 2 are the same or different photoactive groups, comprisinfe rraaid 




o r g m ixtur e c o m pri sing at least one of t he foregoing stostoes, wherein 
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The use of "comprising" when describing a group of selections for Ai and A2 is indefinite 
language in that "comprising" does not limit selection to only those groups set forth but opens 
the choice of selection to any other groups as well because the meaning of "comprising" is open 
ended. Applicants have not required either Ai or A2 be selected from the group consisting of 
those set forth which is closed language. Thus, Ai and A2 without limit in claim 8 leaves unclear 
if they are meant to be limited by the language of claim 1, i.e. "wherein the photoactive groups 
are selected from the group consisting of benzophenones, triazines, chromophore-substituted 
halomethyl-s-triazines, pyrazines, pyrimidines, pyradizines, benzotriazoles, nitrobenzenes, 
phenyldiazenes, pyridazine diones, phthalazine diones, and a combination comprising at least 
one of the foregoing photoactive groups" or the claim language of claim 8 is meant to broaden 
this language in some manner by using "comprising". The examiner suggests applicants use the 
language of claim 1 in claim 8 when limiting A\ and A2, i.e. "wherein Ai and Ai are selected 

from the group consisting of and a combination of these photoactive groups...". Thus, the 

meaning of claims 8-10 is unclear. Claims 28-31 are unclear for the same reasons. 

3. Claims 1,3-7, 14 are allowed. 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
